Sweden charges 
Soviet breach

STOCKHOLM (AP). Sweden 
sald on Friday she has noted another 
Soviet violation of the Moscow test 
ban treaty, in a memorandum to the 
Soviet Union. 

The memorandum, delivered to 
the Soviet Embassy here last Tues- 
day, said an underground nuclear 
explosion west of the Urals on 
March 23 blew ἃ crater and leaked 
radioactivity which reached Scandi- 
navis, a week later.

This is the fourth time since 1965 
that Swedish experts say they have 
been able to establish violations of 
the treaty signed in Moscow in 1963.

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Agriculture investments rise.

Re modernisation of Israel's 
agriculture, coupled with pro- 
gressive industriaHzation of our 
countryside, have been the major 
factors affecting the expansion of 
agricultural credits in recent years.

About one-half 
of the investments was inchided in 
the Ministry of Agriculture’s de-

three years. In the current fiscal 
year agricultural investments are 
expected to be further increased.

Price changes 
Agricultural investments have 
been expanding notwithstanding dis- 
appointing results achieved by ag- 
riculture in 1969-70, when citrus 
prices slumped while field crops 
were affected by dry weather. 
Prices of agricuftural Inputs mov- 
ed up almost 4 per cent, while 
prices of farm output declined by 
average 2 per cent (reflecting the 
10 per cent price drop of citrus 
exports). Consequently, farmers’ in- 
comes — which rose by 11 per 
cent in the previous year ——— were 
squeezed 4 per cent. 
The poor agricultural results were 
however, balanced out by the 
growth of rurai industry, in parti- 
eular in kibbutzim and communal 
moshavim settiements. The total out- 
put of 46 kibbutzim clients of Yaad 
bank increased 11 per cent in 1969- 
70, while thet industrial output 
soared 23 per cent. Their agricul- 
tural investrients remained at about 
the level of the year before, while 
investments in industrial ventures 
‘increased 50 per cent. Industry al- 
ready accounts for about 40 per 
cent of the total output of kib- 
butzim settlements, and plans at 
hand envisage doubling it within 
three years, This industry now num- 
bers 184 projects, employing about 
9,000 persons, with an output of 
1L500m., of which about one-fifth

An outstanding feature of agri- 
cultural development has been con- 
tinuing: growth of production far 
beyond the increase of Israel popu- 
tation. Thus milk productton increas- 
ed 9 per cent, poultry output 10 per 
cent, egg deliveries 11, fruit pro- 
duction 13, vegetables 15, potatoes 
almost 20 per cent. Part of this 
increase was exported. Agricultur- 
al exports rose 15 per cent in 
1969-70 (including almost 60 per 
cent of mon-citrus exports). An- 
other part was used as raw mate- 
rial by local industry or was add- 
ed to per capita food consumption. 
Plans at hand envisage further 
growth of agricultural output far 
above what is required for main- 
taining the present consumption le- 


vels. 
Productivity 


Amother remarkable feature of 
this development has been the ra- 
pid rise of productivity which has 
accompanied agricultural invest- 
ments. Thus, irrigated wheat crops 
are now approaching 700 kg per 
dunam, as compared with about 
100 kg. average on dry farming 
fields. ΜΗ yteld of pedigree cows 
4s now averaging 6,500 Hitres, about 
50.per cent more than ten years 
ago. Newcastle disease in poultry 
ras been considerably reduced fol- 
lowing various sanitation improve- 
ments. Yields of banena planta- 
tions ‘have been increased making 
cultivation profitable after along 
period of stagnation. Considerable 
thas been made in wa- 
ter-saving irrigation methods. Re- 
voluttonary developments are under 
way in such varied fields as mecha- 
mized citrus harvesting, irrigation 
by brackish water, replacement of 
conventional cattle fodder by “‘to- 
tal cattle feed,” weekly forecasting 
of citrus prices in export markets, 
‘and computerization of accounting 
in kibbutzim settlements.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (Reuter). 
— Francois “Papa Doc" Duvalier, the 
64-year-old strong man who ruled 
Haiti with an iron fist for 14 yeara, 
wag buried on Saturday. 


Women ghrieked and sobbed as 
the coffin was carried into the 
pink and white mausoleum of the 
Duvaiier family in the national ce- 
metery. Jean-Claude Duvalier, “Pa- 
pa Doc's” 19-year-old son, who 
succeeded his father as the Presi- 
dent-for-life of this Negro republic, 
stood silent in the intense heat 
throughout the three-hour burial cer- 
emony in. the cemetery on green 
hills overlooking the capital. 


Security precautions for the fu- 
neral hag been minimal despite pre- 
dictions outside the country that 
“Papa Doc's” death on Wednesday 
would cause chaos and bloodshed. 
But at leagt three times during the 
two-hour procession from the na- 
tional palace to the cemetery, the 
heat and emotion of the moment 
caused temporary panic.

Old City may get 
central TV aerial 


Jerusalem's Old City may be 
stripped of all the television aerials 
cluttering its rooftops within the 
next three years, Mayor Teddy 
Kollek said last night. He told a 
session of the Municipal Council 
that a British expert has been in- 
vited to investigate the possibility 
of Hnking all the houses in the 
Old City to a cable TV system. 

Under the proposal, a master, 
multi-directional antenna would be 
set up atop the Post Office outside 
Herod’s Gate and the images would 
be transmitted from there into Old 
City homes through telephone lines. 
Mr. Kollek said that Post Office 
engineers are participating in the 
study. If the plan is accepted, it 
would take three years to put into 
effect. The mayor did not mention 
cost or who would pay. 

The Finance Committee of the 
Council approved an increase in 
water rates of 12.5 agorot per cubic 
metre, to 65 ag. It also called upon 
the Government to equalize the 
rates the municipality has to pay 
for water with that paid by Tel 
Aviv and Haifa.
